Dr. Schmidt tries to connect the 
theoretical side of science with 
every day problems of life. Here 
are some of his questions, see how 
many you can answer. 

Questions 

1 What makes things burn? 

2. How do clover and other J 
leguminous plants enrich soil? 

3. What simple test will reveal 
whether cloth is all wool? 

4 Why does battering acid "burn'' | 
holes in your clothes?

Answers 

1. Burning is a chemical reaction j 
carried on at a rapid rate. The 
oxygen in the air unites with the 
material that is on fire to form other 
compounds. When the action takes 
place quite slowly it is called oxida¬ 
tion instead of burning. The drying 
of paint, for instance, is an oxidizing 
process in which the oxygen slowly 
combines with the linseed oil. The 
rusting of orin is another example. j 

2. Small, brown lumps form on 


the .roots of leguminous plants. 
These lumps contain bacteria of a 
type capable of convering the nitro¬ 
gen of the air into nitrogen com¬ 
pounds which fertilize the soil. Even 
after the plants these bacteria keep 
on enriching the soil. 

3. A warm solution of sodium 
hydroxide (caustic soda in water) 
will dissolve wool fibers but will have 
little effect on cotton fibers. If a 
piece of cloth is immersed for ten 
minutes in a warm two per cent so¬ 
lution of sodium hydroxide it will be 
completely dissolved if it is pure 
wool. Any cotton fibers will not be 
affected. 

4. Sulfuric acid has a strong af¬ 
finity for water. Storage battery 
acid is sulfuric acid diluted with 
water. When this solution is spilled 
on cloth, the acd attacks the fibers 
and robs them of their hydrogen and 
oxygen to form water and thus de¬ 
stroys the strength of the cloth.
